Hass lias a string of horses the like of which, 
it is doubtful, any one person ever had in training 
in this country ut one time, not excepting the late 
.1. It. Iiaggin and the renowned Harney Schreiher. 
two owners and breeders who never thought they 
had enough horses for the demand. Commander 
I toss lias no fewer than fifty four horses in training 
at his Yarrowbrae Farm. Maryland, all in charge 
of trainer 11. Guy Bedwell. who lias looked after 
the racing interests of his employer nearly ever 
since he has been Interested in turf affairs. Re- 
sides having this extensive stable of horses, there 
are three riders of note under contract E. Sande. 
'I*. Nolan and the lightweight hoy. J. Wessler — con- 
sequently the stable is thoroughly equipped in every 
department for the raeing season of 1920. Among 
the older horses are Hilly Kelly, that wonderful 
son of l>iek Welles — Glenn, whieh for his inelies has 
been one of the sensations of this eountry. Honifaee 
adds to the list of g*M»d handicap horses in the doss 
stable, as does Milkmaid, that fleet filly which held 
the three-year-ohl filly honors last year. Then 
there is Sir Barton, the unquestioned eliainpion 
three-year-old of 1919: Motor Cop. the weight -car- 
rying -printer, ns WITT ns a bTrteh of three -year-olds 
including Constancy. His Choice. King Thrush, also 
Royal Jester and Trench Mortar, two three-year-olds 
that have not yet faced the starter. Royal Jester 
is an English colt by Rlnek Jester Primula 11.. and 
in his early education gave promise of being a rar* 
xort of colt, bur he went wrong and was shelved all 
of last year. In all there are twenty-eight horses 
three years old and over and twenty-six two-year- 
olds. Among the latter there is no particular star 
of breeding adhered to, they l*eing by a derided 
mixed hand of stallions, some of which were well 
known when Bedwell was racing his own stable. 
Prince Ahmed is represented several times, as is 
Madman, while others carry tin* ldood of such rep- 
resentative stallions as Voter. The Curragh. I'lti- 
tnus. Cnele, King James, Ballot, Sunstar and Sar- 
da impale. 

Practically every horse has wintered well at the 
Yarrowbrae Farm and are well advanced for the 
coming campaign, which will begin in Maryland 
next month.

ROOSEVELT MEMORIAL DAY 



Novel Program at Havana Next 
Monday to Aid the Fund. 



Herron Bought for Big Sum on 
His Derby Chance — Others 
Hunting Derby Horses. 



HAVANA. Cuba. March IS.— Racing secretary 
Nathanson has announced a special program to be 
offered at Oriental Park Monday. March 22. when 
the receipts will 1 m* devoted to the Roosevelt Me- 
morial Fund. The card, which is a varied and at- 
tractive oin*. should Im* the means of bringing out 
on that day a banner attendance. Eleven mixed 
races are to Im* run. live to Im* regular races and the 
other novelty affairs, with tin* following program: 
The two first are over hurdles with three obstacles, 
for army officers, at a quarter of a mile; a second 
race for Camp Columbia Shetland ponies; the third 
race a regular race : the fourth for army officers 
mounted mi thoroughbreds; the fifth for army pri- 
vates ri«ling their own mounts, at a quarter of a 
mile; then follows five regular races, after which 
then* will he a race for army mules, a distance of 
one mile. 

Between tin* second and third races six hundred 
soldiers comprising infantry, cavalry and tin* signal 
corps will make camp at the center of the field and 
break camp at the conclusion. The program of the 
day’s attractions will he wound up with an attack 
u lid repulse of army airplanes. 

With the exception of one race tin* contests over 
tin* Oriental Park track today were devoid of in- 
ti-rest. with tin* most ordinary horses at the track 
(*las|iiug. Tin* one exception was the fifth rare, 
which was at a mile and fifty yards. Nine started, 
several of which were prominent in tin* running of 
the big $14MMM) race won recently by Blue Wrack. 
On the basis of the finish of that rare Kiku and 
I« >1 i t * • were made equal favorites, but Iolite was tin* 
victim of bad lurk in having his chance ruined by 
Tufter early in tin* race. An interesting finish 
found Kiku the winner by a safe margin, with 
Hubbub second and Major Domo third. Hubbub 
made most of the running at a fast parr, hut failed 
badly in the stretch. 

Dm* of the biggest turf transactions ever con- 
summated in Cuba was put through Tuesday when 
Keiior E. L. Alvarez purchased from E. P. Baxter 
tin* three -year- old Herron for the large sum of 
$10. <HH) cash, with an agreement to pay Baxter 
83.IKHI additional if the colt succeeds in winning tile 
t uba Derby, to which race he is one of the most 
promising eligibles. Mr. Alvarez secured the colt 
expressly to have a starter in the Derby and. if 
possible, win tin* much coveted prize. Herron is a 
bay colt, by Horrou — Mizlc. bred by W. Martin. 
He was shipped from Denning to Cuba by J. J. 
McCafferty. 

W. L. Saunders has sold tin* selling plater Jill to 
C. E. Brosius for a private consideration. 

Tin* Armonia Stable, in its desire to secure a 
worthy representative for the Derby, made an tin - 
successful attempt to purchase Mile. Dazie front 
Kay Spence. The consideration pr*q*osed was $10,- 
(MMI. 

Jockey J. (’armody. the promising rider who came 
to the front with rapid strides during the present 
winter meeting at Oriental Park and who leads tin* 
winning riders to date, leaves for his home in Hill- 
side. L. L. Friday, when* In* will rest until tins 
opening of the Bowie meeting. Jockey J. 1‘etz ac- 
companies Carmody north. 



PRESIDENT MADIGIN AND FORT ERIE 



BI’FFALO, N. Y„ March IS. The arrival in town 
yesterday of John 11. Madigin. president of the 
Niagara Raeing Association, who declares that In- 
is prepared lo sjwml $30,000 in rehabilitating the 
Fort Erie track for racing, denies rumors recently 
circulated that the track across the river would not 
open this year. 

Mr. Madigin. who resides at Fort Eric, has Im-cii 
spending tin* winter months in the south: “I am 
at Fort Erie to get tin* track into condition for 
oiir meeting, which opens on June 29.” In* said. "Our 
stakes will Im* liberal and our purses in keeping 
with I In* high class racing that lias always ln***n 
witnessed at Fort Erie ever since l In* Niagara Hat- 
ing Association purchased Hie property and improved 
it. 

“No action against racing has Im***ii taken by 
parliament yel. but of course that doesn’t mean that 
hoik* will Ik* taken. The dis|M»sitiou does not seem 
lo Im* to eliminate the mile tracks, or those holding 
membership in the A’anadiaii Racing Associations. 
I lie governing turf ImmI.v of Panada, but to lM*ttcr 
control the s|Mirt. No track association will object 
to that, so long as tin* reform d*M*s not put us out of 
business after tve have invested thousands of dollars 
in our enterprise.” 

Commenting on Commissioner Rutherford’s report 
on Canadian racing Mr. Madigin said lie considered 
the report fair, though he was disappointed because 
Dr. Rutherford re|x»rted that the track across tin* 
river was owned solely |»y residents of the I’nitcd 
States. Mr. Madigin. who is the largest stock- 
holder in the Niagara Raeing Association, and who 
lives at Fort Erie, where he owns a beautiful home, 
was tMirn in Simcoe, Out., and lives and votes at 
Fort Erie. He has asked that that part of Dr. 
Rutherford’s re|Mirt l»e corrected. 

Rumors have Im*cu circulated to the effect that 
Mr. Madigin and other Canadians have taken over 
the Celia estate stock in the Fort Erie track, hut 
when asked regarding this Mr. Madigin refused to 
make any comment. 



NO MARYLAND RACING REFERENDUM 



The adviser to the governor and head of the 
State I,egal Department has ruled that the bill 
promising a state-wide referendum on raeing was 
uneoustitiitioual and thus dealt a fatal blow to those 
opposing race track betting iu that state. The de- 
cision also completely altered a situation that was 
admittedly dangerous to the racing interests of the 
state.

It is possible the wording 
may be changed, eliminating the privilege of own- 
ers. or their agents, to claim their own horses 
from claiming races, which is possible under the 
existing rules. It is believed that by such change 
much of the heavy wagering of some owners and 
their friends will, be greatly reduced, as well as 
pleasing horsemen who do not make enormous 
wagers. 

Horses are being sent out on the track at 
Gravesend. This morning Frank Weir had a few of 
his candidates out. as did Frank Taylor, who 
has charge of the Hallenbeek string. In a couple 
of days under existing weather conditions the 
Gravesjnd track will Ik* in workable condition. 

John Hastings has signified his intention to ride 
in the old-timers’ race to Ik* run at Pimlico. 

Charles E. Mather, the Pennsylvania representa- 
tive of the Hunts Committee, who is going abroad, 
has deputized Major R. E. Strawbridge to act ns 
steward at the White Marsh meeting during hi^ 
absence. 

Mr. Mather also deputized Victor C. Mather to 
act in the same capacity at the Huntington Valley 
meeting. 

Barret Haynes, who will ride for Mrs. F. Am- 
brose Clarke this year, has reported at Aiken to 
finish the schooling and education of Mrs. Clarke’s 
extensive string of juni|K*rs. 

Howard Lewis predicts that Elysian and Toppy 
Nix will be two of the crack steeplechase horses 
this year. 



SNAG IN BOWIE MEETING’S PATHWAY 



A11 Annapolis dispatch of yesterday says the 
Maryland Court of Appeals lias rendered a decision 
111 a pending ease which may have t ho effect of pro 
venting lie* Bowie spring meeting from coming off 
unless a bill now before the Maryland legislature is 
passed. II creates a racing commissimi for Prince 
George County, in which the track is located, and 
its enactment into law would remove all obstacles 
in the way of racing there. 



The seeoml day of the interallied oeeupation of 
Constantinople, carried out by large forees from 
the imposing war fleet in the Bosporus, passed with 
entire calm, the Turkish police m-operating in 
keeping order. The ferry and telephone services 
have been resumed. Only small detachments of 
allied soldiers arc visible in the streets and abovt 
tin* public buildings. The French and the Italians 
had only small forces here and they are far less 
active than the British troops, which are excellently 
organized and took the eity over with the preci- 
sion of clockwork. Among the prisoners taken were 
Essad Pasha, nationalist leader, and Mohammed 
I’a-lia. who was minister of war just before the 
great war opened and has been the chief organizer 
of the propaganda for an American mandate. The 
Turkish newspapers and the foreign offiee are so 
heavily censored that it is impossible to obtain the 
authoritative Turkish view of the situation. The 
’lurks with whom tin* eorrcs|M.ndcut spoke, however, 
were free in declaring their opinion that Con- 
stantinople was ,i 1 m m t to repeat the history of 
Cairo; that the British would remain in Turkey as 
they had in Egypt. 

The collapse of the military revolution in Ger- 
many. in tin* opinion of the officials at Washing- 
ton. has left the Ebert government with an even 
greater problem on its hands, that of controlling 
the workmen’s movement started to checkmate the 
militarists. Kiqmrts of the formation of soviets 
in a linmlier «*f places have been received and 
while the exact extent of this movement is not 
known some observers feel that the general strike 
may pVove a double -edged sword. Official Wash- 
ington is discussing how far the allies should go in 
lending moral support to the Ebert government at 
this time, and because of the present state of 
tin* public mind, in pressing demands for the pun- 
ishment of those guilty of war crimes and for in- 
demnity for the destruction of the German fleet at 
Scarpa Flow. 

Gun Inters will go to prison for life, if the 
judiciary committee of the city council acts favor- 
ably upon a resolution presented at a meeting of 
that body yesterday afternoon by Alderman Mc- 
Donough of the 5th ward. Alderman McDonough, in 
the resolution, asks that the judiciary committee 
bring about an amendment to the Sadler law. passed 
by tin* legislature at its last session, making the 
illegal carrying of firearms an net punishable 
by life imprisonment. ’’Just as soon as the bandits 
and highwaymen become afraid to carry guns.” Al- 
derman McDonough said, “the crime problem will 
be solved. But it is not going to In* solved until 
there is a law drastic enough to do away with this 
practice.” 

Gustav Noski*, minister of defense in the Ebert 
cabinet, arrived in Berlin by airplane late Wednes- 
day. having made tin* trip from Stuttgart. General 
veil Seech t . chief of staff of the constitutional 
government, has replaced General von Luettwltz 
as commander at Berlin, according to advices. The* 
danger from bolshevism s**i*m- to be extreme. Tin* 
Kappist troops are withdrawing from Berlin, and 
fore s commanded by Spartaean leaders are expected 
to attack the city at any time. A consolidation 
of all parties to fight boMicvism has been formed, 
only the independent Socialists not being included. 
Elections Will In* held no later than June, according 
to latest 'dispatches from Stuttgart. 

Two hundred Americans who have been attend- 
ing the fair at Leipzig have telegraphed and tele- 
phoned Major General 11. T. Allen, commanding Un- 
American army of occupation at Coblenz, urgently 
asking for help to leave Leipzig, where they deserilx* 
conditions as dangerous to their live>. General 
Allen is -ending a s)K*cial train to bring them away. 
Ceneral Allen has received about fifty messages of 
distress, indicating tlinJ the situation lias grown 
considerably worse during the last forty-eight hours. 
Then* has been some delay in getting a satisfactory 
train together, owing to tile shortage of rolling 
stock. 

A dispatch to the Copenhagen Berlingske Tiilcnde 
from Hamburg reports the situation throughout 
the district of Klieuisli Westphalia as of a most 
serious character. During an attack upon the 
Nuremlierg railroad station twenty persons were 
kill'd and many others wounded. The troops re- 
mained in lmssession of the town. At Leipzig, th<* 
message announces, armed workers erected barri- 
cades anil there has been heavy fighting in the 
imer city since 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

The London war office advices declare that there 
have been no disturbances in tie* occupied territory 
when* the people were opposed to the Kapp dictator- 
ship. Workmen’s councils of the soviet tyjH* "Inch 
have been established in some of the factories in 
Cologne are being suppressed, the advices say. In- 
formation received by the war office justifies the 
statement that the Kapp coup has resulted in a re- 
vival of the Spartacist movement. 

Thieves attempted to steal whisky valued at 
$•'00 000 from a ear in tlie Fitcairn yards of the 
Pennsylvania railroad near Pittsburgh yesterday. 
Thcv had cut a hole in the roof of the car and were 
taking out the cases when surprised by a detail 
of railroad police. Fifteen arrests already have 
been made, and the police are searching for other 
persons believed to be implicated. The Whisky was 
being sent from Louisville, Ky., to New York ( tty.
